The present application is the United States National Phase 
of International Patent Application PCT/SE2003/001847 . The four 
identified references were cited in the International Search 
Report issued in connection with the corresponding PCT 
application. 


Swedish Patent No. 523,502 issued on April 27, 2004, is 
based upon Swedish Patent Appl. No. 0203201-9, filed in the 
Swedish Patent Office on October 31, 2002. Although priority is 
not claimed from this Swedish patent application, the application 
nonetheless corresponds to PCT/SE2003/001847 . Neither the 
corresponding Swedish patent application which was filed on 
October 31, 2002, or the Swedish patent issuing therefrom on 
April 27, 2004, constitutes prior art to the present United 
States National Phase which has an effective filing date of 
December 8, 2003 corresponding to the international filing date 
of the corresponding PCT international patent application. 

The remaining three identified WO publications were each 
cited in Category A, indicating that these publications generally 
define the state of the background art and are not considered to 
be relevant to the claims of the corresponding PCT application.
